, Bosses at Tesco have come under 
I fire from residents and shoppers

at its Mereway superstore. 

The depot has frequently been 
targeted by fly-tippers, who have 
dumped mattresses, tins of paint, 
car tyres, rolls of carpet and oth- 
^er household junk at the centre. 


which is supposed to be for recy¬ 
clable goods only. 

On Monday, residents arrived at 
the centre to drop off bottles and 
cardboard boxes following the fes¬ 
tive period, but instead found the 
depot swamped with rubbish and 
overflowing with recycling items. 

One resident said: “This would 
appear to be an ongoing problem. 
I have never seen this sort of thing 
at the recycling site in the Sains- 
bury’s store, at Sixfields, which 
leads one to wonder if Tesco really 
cares at all about the ‘facilities’ 


they provide. I am afraid that once 
again it leads one to the view that 
Tesco’s whole attitude boils down 
to nothing but making as much 
money as they can and hang the 
consequences or peripheries in the 
local community.” 

As the landowner, Tesco is re¬ 
sponsible for the maintenance 
of the site, while Northampton 
Borough Council collection crews 
have the responsibility of collect¬ 
ing recycling from the area. 

The borough council has previ¬ 
ously warned the responsibility 


of keeping the centre tidy was ul¬ 
timately down to the supermarket 
giant and that it would not contin¬ 
ue to subsidise the clear-up. 

But yesterday, a spokesman for 
the supermarket said it was doing 
all it could to try to keep the area 
clear for people to use, blaming fly¬ 
tipping for the state of the depot. 
The spokesman said: “We work 
very hard to keep the recycling 
area clear. 

“If customers see fly-tipping, 
please let a member of staff know 
immediately.”

Bypass top 
of wish-list 



A WISH-LIST of major de¬ 
velopment projects North¬ 
amptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil would like to see carried 
out in the area has been 
drawn up for submission 
to the Government. 

The list includes the creation 
of the long-delayed Flore bypass, 
improvements to Northampton 
town centre, the redevelopment 
of Northampton Station, the cre¬ 
ation of a super-fast broadband 
system in the county and plans to 
build new hotels close to the Sil- 
verstone circuit. 

The list has been put togeth¬ 
er in response to the Regional 
Growth Fund, a £1.42 billion pot 
of cash the Government is plan¬ 
ning to hand out to regeneration 
schemes across the country over 
the next three years. 

Members of the county coun¬ 
cil will discuss the wish-list next 
week, when they will hear the 
cost of preparing plans for sub¬ 
mission to the Government in 
time for the deadline of January 
21 was likely to be £21,000. 

But in a report which will be 


seen by members of the authori¬ 
ty’s cabinet, Sarah Naylor, from 
the council’s external funding 
team, said spending the money 
to draw up the plans was worth¬ 
while because they could create a 
lot of new jobs in the area, back¬ 
ing one of the main aims of the 
Government scheme. 

She said: “It’s understood that 
some county councils across the 
country, particularly in the more 
southern areas, have indicated 
they may not promote bids for 
the January submission, due to 
the Government stating it will 
be tough for some more 
prosperous areas of the 
country, including North¬ 
amptonshire, to secure in¬ 
vestment. 

“However Northampton¬ 
shire has the potential to 
perform well in terms of 
stimulating job creation. 

“This fits with the first 
objective of the growth 
fund.” 

The first bid the coun¬ 
cil is expected to make to 
the Government would be 
for £6 million to build the 


long-awaited Flore bypass. 

The need for a bypass has been 
known for years, with people in 
Flore - as well as those in nearby 
Weedon and Upper Heyford - call¬ 
ing for the new road because of 
the high volume of traffic which 
currently uses the A45 as the 
main link road between North¬ 
ampton and Daventry. 

The West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation also 
supported calls for the new road 
in May 2009, when it provided 
£400,000 to investigate how the 
road could be built.

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Death of Cobbler 
who faced Best 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a former 
Northampton Town Football Club star 
and lifelong Cobblers fan who died on 
New Year's Day. 

Northampton-born John Clarke, who was known 
as Nobby, died aged 64 following a heart attack. 

The former footballer played for Northampton 
Town between 1965 and 1975, making 262 league 
and cup appearances for the Cobblers. 

His time with the club came when the team was 
falling down the divisions, but he took part in one 
of the club’s most infamous games, the 8-2 defeat 
against Manchester United in 1970, which famous¬ 
ly saw George Best secure a double hat-trick. 

Speaking to the Chron in 2005 about Best’s per¬ 
formance, Mr Clarke, who set up one of the Cob¬ 
blers’ goals, said: “He was an amazing player. Peo¬ 
ple in the area will always remember those goals 
he scored against us. 

“He had an amazing game and tore us to rib¬ 
bons. 

“I sometimes wonder what the score would have 
been if he hadn’t been playing.” 

Early on in his football career, Mr Clarke earned 
youth international honours with England. 

He signed for the Cobblers in the summer of 1965 
after the team beat Leeds United for his signature. 

After learning of his death, a spokesman for 
Northampton Town said: “John was a season 
ticket holder at Sixfields and loved nothing more 
than meeting ex-team mates who turned up at the 
ground as guests. 

“We send our thoughts to John’s friends and 
family. May he rest in peace.” 

During his time with the Cobblers, Mr Clarke 
scored once, against Barnsley in the season before 
he was forced to retire from the game because of 
an injury 

After leaving the County Ground, he became 
manager of British Timken’s football team and 







worked as a wholesale parts rep for Carnation 
Skoda. 

When asked to write his own epitaph by the 
Chron in 2005, he simply wrote: “Once a Cobbler, 
always a Cobbler.” 

At the beginning of Monday’s match against 
Lincoln City, a minute’s silence was held for Mr 
Clarke and fellow Cobblers star Terry Branston, 
who played between 1958 and 1967 and died before 
Christmas.

A PUBLIC consultation 
on plans to spend £4 
million extending two 
Northampton primary 
schools has received a 
positive response. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council wants to expand Cas¬ 
tle Primary School near the 
town centre and Upton Mead¬ 
ows Primary School on the 
town’s south-west fringe to 
cope with the town’s increas¬ 
ing birth rate. 

It is proposed that £2.1 mil¬ 
lion be spent on building new 
classrooms at the Castle Pri¬ 
mary site, increasing pupil 
capacity from 315 to 420, and 
£2.2 million at Upton, dou¬ 
bling the amount of school 
places from 210 to 420. 

The annual birth rate in 
the town centre has increased 
by almost 100 in the past five 
years and one of the reasons 
that Castle Primary has been 
chosen by the county coun¬ 
cil for expansion is because 
it was rated “outstanding” 
by Ofsted after an inspection 
last year. 

The extension of Upton 
Meadows will accommodate 
the 655 new houses that have 
recently been built at Upton. 

A public consultation on 
the plans, which took place 
from November 1 until De¬ 


cember 24, revealed just one 
response against the proposal 
because “it would make a 
small primary school into a 
big one, which would make it 
more impersonal”. 

The other 10 responses in 
relation to both the Upton 
and Castle Primary propos¬ 
als were all in favour of the 
extension. 

A report is due to be dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting of the 
county council’s cabinet next 
week. 

It states: “On October 20, 
a pre-planning consultation 
evening was held at Upton 
Meadows for parents and lo¬ 
cal residents, who welcomed 
the new extension. 

“A similar consultation 
event will be held at Castle 
Primary when initial plans 
have been developed; the 
headteacher, staff and gov¬ 
erning body are working with 
the design team to identify 
the school’s requirements.” 

Cabinet members are due 
to issue a statutory public 
notice of the proposed exten¬ 
sions next week which will be 
followed by a four-week peri¬ 
od for any representations. 

The final go-ahead on the 
plans is expected to be given 
at a Northamptonshire Coun¬ 
ty Council cabinet meeting in 
March.

THE number of people killed on Northamp¬ 
tonshire's roads in 2010 was the lowest 
since records began, road safety officers 
have confirmed. 

A total of 25 people died on the county’s roads last 


year, down from 34 in 2009, the previous all-time low. 

The figure is the lowest since records began more 
than 50 years ago in 1960, and reflects a downward 
trend in the figures that has seen road fatalities drop 
from 74 in 2006, to 57 in 2007 and 35 in 2008. 

Speaking last week Brian Ronaghan, casualty re¬ 
duction partnership manager at North¬ 
amptonshire Police, said: “Although we 
are currently still in the process of vali¬ 
dating all the information, early indica¬ 
tions show 25 people sadly lost their lives 
on Northamptonshire’s roads during 
2010. 

“This is the lowest number of fatalities 
on our roads since official records began 
in 1960. 

“But we must not forget that, although 
road safety has improved, there are still 
25 families in the county who have just 
spent their first Christmas without the 
loved one they lost in 2010. Our thoughts 
are with each and every one of these fam¬ 
ilies at this time.” 

Mr Ronaghan said he found Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council’s draft budget 
proposals including plans to disband the 
casualty reduction partnership “deeply 
worrying”. 

He said: “This proposed disinvestment 
can only be expected to have a detrimen¬ 
tal effect on road safety within North¬ 
amptonshire. However, we are committed 
to make the best use of any remaining 
resources to attempt to further reduce 
the number of people killed or seriously 
injured on our roads during 2011.” 

Responding to the latest road death 
figures Sue Jackson, of road accident vic¬ 
tims’ charity RoadPeace, said she did not 
believe they reflected the true picture of 
road safety in the county 
She said: “RoadPeace’s website is up-to- 
date with all the analysis of all the road 
deaths and serious injuries broken down 
into county by county statistics, and ac¬ 
cording to that these kinds of figures are 
not really going down. 

“It could be the number of road deaths 
is going down but the number of injuries 
is going up.”

20 years. It was at the top of 
the market then and it’s cer¬ 
tainly a very nice place to live 
now. 

“But I am a bit surprised 
it’s come out as the top place 
to live in the Midlands as 
there are two houses for sale 
at the moment which have 
been on the market for quite 
a long time. If it was so desir¬ 
able, you would think there 
would be people rushing to 
buy them.” 

A similar survey of nation¬ 
al house prices which was 
carried out in 2007, saw prop¬ 
erties in Sandy Lane reach an 
average of £707,100 meaning 
the average house price in the 
street has risen by £157,900 
- or 22 per cent - in the past 
three years. 

But despite the massive in¬ 
crease in the amount people 
are willing to pay for proper¬ 
ties in Sandy Lane, the value 
of the homes is still nowhere 
near the top properties in the 
country. 


Lloyd’s TSB’s research 
found the most expensive 
street in Britain was Parkside 
in South London, where the 
properties are worth an aver¬ 
age of £5 million each. 

More than half of the 20 
most expensive streets in 
England and Wales were in 
Kensington and Chelsea and 
all but two were in Greater 
London. 

Nitesh Patel, housing econ¬ 
omist at Lloyds TSB, said: 
“Unsurprisingly, the most ex¬ 
pensive residential streets are 
in London. Parkside is just a 
short walk to Wimbledon’s All 
England club. The prime, cen¬ 
tral London location contin¬ 
ues to attract affluent celebri¬ 
ties and ultra wealthy foreign 
businessmen, helping to drive 
up house prices. 

Closer to home, the most ex¬ 
pensive street in the East An¬ 
glia region was Sedley Taylor 
Road, in Cambridge, where 
the average house costs £1.1 
million.

Store urged to stay 


RETAIL giant Sainsbury's 
should be encouraged 
to maintain its presence 
in the Grosvenor Centre, 
despite the firm having 
plans to expand its store 
near Sixfields, officials 
from Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council say. 

The supermarket first re¬ 
vealed plans to expand the 
Weedon Road store in 2009. 

But in documents about the 
plans which will be seen by 


members of Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee next week, Guildhall of¬ 
ficials have said the importance 
of also maintaining a town 
centre presence should be put 
across to Sainsbury’s and that 
officials from the West North¬ 
amptonshire Development Cor¬ 
poration (WNDC) should “seek 
methods to maintain their pres¬ 
ence in the town”. 

As part of its discussions for 
the Sixfields expansion, Sains¬ 
bury’s has already said it will 


enter an agreement to stay in 
the town centre, a move which 
has been welcomed by the coun¬ 
cil. 

Council planning officer Ri¬ 
chard Boyt, said: “Sainsbury’s 
commitment to the town centre 
store is important for the vital¬ 
ity of the town as it maintains 
a mix of shopping types in the 
central area and prevents town 
centre users going out of town 
for food shopping, particularly 
for top-up shopping. 

“Sainsbury’s commitment to 


this and then to potential town 
centre growth as part of a rede¬ 
veloped Grosvenor Centre, is 
welcomed.” 

The 2009 plan for the expan¬ 
sion of the Sixfields store would 
have seen a 49,987-square-foot 
extension built. 

But following negotiations 
with planning officials, the size 
of the proposed extension has 
now been reduced to 26,791- 
square-feet. 

The development would 
however still include the crea¬ 


tion of a new floor above the 
current supermarket, which 
shoppers would access by an 
escalator, and a new “deck” car 
park. 

But despite the creation of 
the new level of car parking, 
the overall number of park¬ 
ing spaces at the supermarket 
would actually be reduced from 
558 to 514. 

A final decision on whether 
the Sixfields scheme can go 
ahead will be made by members 
of the WNDC.

Busy New 
Year for 
officers 

POLICE in Northampton had a busy 
New Year’s period, with officers re¬ 
sponding to incidents ranging from 
minor assaults and anti-social behav¬ 
iour to reports of rape. 

The force’s control room took 1,100 
calls in the first half of New Year’s 
Day from midnight, and officers had to 
open extra cells in the county to deal 
with the number of people arrested 
for alcohol-related incidents.

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DRINKERS will be hit with a 
"double whammy" of tax in¬ 
creases which will see the aver¬ 
age price of a pint rise above £3 
for the first time and put the fu¬ 
ture of many pubs in doubt, ac¬ 
cording to industry experts. 

This week’s VAT hike, coupled with 
the 26 per cent rise in Beer Tax seen dur¬ 
ing the past two years, means New Year 
misery for pubgoers, who now face pay¬ 
ing more for their pint. 

Karl Tecklenberg, secretary of the 
Northamptonshire branch of the Cam¬ 
paign for Real Ale (CAMRA), said: “We 
have about 500 pubs in the country and 
around a dozen have closed in the past 
year. 

“That is only going to get worse. 

“The tax rises will see about 20p put 
on the price of a pint. January and Feb¬ 


ruary is always a bad time for the pub 
industry as it is, but this is going to be 
very bad news. 

“The discerning drinker will still go 
out as they like to socialise over a pint 
but a lot of people, who just go to the 
pub, will stay at home instead with a can 
of 25p fizzy lager they bought from the 
supermarket. 

“More needs to be done to stop the 
massive differential in price between the 
pubs and the supermarkets.” 

The British Beer & Pub Association 
(BBPA) said the increases were placing 
“shackles” on the pub and hospitality 
sector at a time when it could be creat¬ 
ing jobs, and it urged the Government 
to abandon plans for further Beer Tax 
increases. 

The group said the tax increase would 
hit pubs, in which beer is the key seller, 
more than other retailers, as many are 


small, family-run businesses, which are 
less able to absorb the cost than big su¬ 
permarkets. 

BBPA chief executive Brigid Sim- 
monds said: “The Treasury is piling tax 
on top of tax. 

“The Government has recognised that 
tax increases harm pubs and wants poli¬ 
cies that don’t damage the sector. Now is 
the time to translate this wish into ac¬ 
tion, with policies that keep pubs open, 
and create jobs and wealth in the UK 
economy.” 

MP for Northampton South Brian 
Binley vice-chairman of the parliamen¬ 
tary Save Our Pubs group, said: “This 
concerns me. It is yet another nail in the 
coffin for our pubs. Pubs play a vital role 
in our social interaction at a local level. 

“I don’t think a tax rise is the right 
way to go when there is so much waste 
in Government that could be cut.”

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‘Kids miss out’ in 
Cadet unit raid 


THE Northampton Air Cadet 
unit has suffered a "heart¬ 
breaking" Start to the new 
year after more than £3,500 
of electrical equipment was 
Stolen from its premises. 

Thieves forced their way into 
the home of the 5F (Northampton) 
Squadron, Air Training Corps, 
which is based in the grounds of the 
Northampton TA Centre, in Clare 
Street, through a fire door in the 
early hours of Sunday. 

Items stolen included four com¬ 
puters, two printers, a laptop com¬ 
puter, a photocopier as well as hun¬ 
dreds of pounds of software. 

Flight Lieutenant Carol Haynes 
said the theft of the computers 
meant the unit would not be able to 
carry out all its usual activities in 
the next few months. 

She said: “We have 76 cadets 
and run an internal Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh Award scheme. We log all the 
records on the computers and, with¬ 
out them, we won’t be able to run the 
awards programme. 

“We never expected this to happen 
on a Ministry of Defence site. I can’t 
believe people had the gall to come 
in and do something like this to a 
cadet unit. 

“It is not like we are the Army, the 


cadets are kids. It is heartbreaking 
because the only people who are go¬ 
ing to miss out are them.” 

Ms Haynes said the unit was not 
insured for the loss of the equipment 
so it would have to be replaced from 
donations or from fund-raising. 

She said: “People have worked so 
hard to raise money for the squad¬ 
ron and for this to happen is a real 
pain.

R eleased more than a year 
ago in most of the rest of 
Europe, the sequel to the 
2006 fantasy Arthur And The 
Invisibles (aka Arthur Et Les 
Minimoys) fails to live up to the 
superlative in its title. 

Indeed, Arthur And The Dull 
Adventure might be more apt but 
such candour would hardly draw 
in family audiences this festive 
season, who are desperate for PG- 
friendly action and excitement. 


Some of the cast have changed 
between the two films. 

Arthur’s father is now played with 
wide-eyed nervousness by Robert 
Stanton, while the voice cast have 
lost Madonna as Princess Selenia, 
replaced here by teen idol Selena 
Gomez. 

When is a film so bad on the page 
that Madonna refuses to act in it, 
the alarm bells should ring loud 
and clear. 

Writer and director Luc Besson 
welds a rip-off of Toy Story with a 
B-movie about giant flying insects 
running amok through a backwa¬ 
ter American town, and throws in 
some saccharine family bonding 
and romance with all of the usual 
messages about cherishing the 
world around us. 

As one of the two-dimensional 
characters in the film coos: “Our 
mother is Nature”. 

Arthur (Freddie Highmore) is 
staying with his grandmother 
(Mia Farrow) and eagerly awaits 
the end of the moon’s tenth cycle 
and his return to the Minimoy 
village. 

Consequently, he will be able to 
venture back to his beloved prin¬ 
cess Selenia. 

However, Arthur’s parents (Robert 


Stanton, Penny Balfour) throw a 
spanner in the works by cutting 
short their stay. 

Poised to leave, Arthur is shocked 
when a spider deposits a grain of 


rice in his hand engraved with a 
plea for help. 

Fearing that Selenia and her little 
brother Betameche (Jimmy Fal¬ 
lon) are in peril, the lad hastily 


improvises a passage back to the 
Minimoys where he joins forces 
with bar owner Max (Snoop Dogg) 
and his pickpocket cousin Replay 
(Stacy Ferguson) to locate Selenia. 
Rats and frogs stand between 
Arthur and the Minimoy village 
but when Arthur finally arrives 
at his destination, there is a nasty 
shock in store: Malthazar (Lou 
Reed). 

Now Arthur, Selenia and Beta¬ 
meche will have to muster all of 
their courage to save Arthur’s 
family from a terrible fate and to 
stay one step ahead of Malthazar’s 
son, Darkos (Iggy Pop). 

Arthur And The Great Adventure 
plods from the start and barely 
moves into second gear when the 
action changes from live action to 
computer animation. 

Highmore loses all emotion when 
he is reduced to a mere voice, 
matching lacklustre performances 
from his co-stars. 

Action sequences are brief and 
the detail in the visuals is lacking 
next to recent Hollywood films. 

A DVD replay of Toy Story 3 or 
How To Train Your Dragon are 
far ‘greater’ adventures than 
anything Besson can muster 
here.

T he particular version of Mazda’s hand¬ 
some estate car tested here today is an 
endangered species; almost one of a kind. 

For under its shapely bonnet is a engine 
powered by petrol and large enough in capac¬ 
ity to ensure it will appeal to a very limited 
number of buyers. 

Most people who put their hard-earned 
down for a Mazda 6 Estate will want a diesel 
engine doing the work, and a glance at the 
important figures shows why 
For a modest £1,149 more than the test car 
you can have a version powered by diesel 
that’s just as well equipped, performs as 
well and uses a lot less fuel. It’s also likely 
to be worth more when 
you seU it (or 
your lease 
company 
does). 

So 


why would Mazda even bother building a car 
that it knows won’t sell enough to pay for the 
annual office outing? 

For an answer you need to raise your hori¬ 
zons and look east and west several thousand 
miles. 

Looking west, you’ll discover this very 
model is described by the Mazda people in 
the USA as the ‘economy’ pick of the range, 
where a much thirstier engine, not even whis¬ 
pered about here, is the one for the enthusiast 
driver. 

Same story in the car’s native Japan, which 
like the States, much prefers petrol to diesel. 

So the car is 


already built with a petrol option and it costs 
Mazda very little to offer UK drivers the (rare) 
chance of enjoying one themselves. After a 
week at the wheel it’s easy to make a case 
for this generous hearted estate, if you don’t 
mind the running costs. 

But first, the bits shared by whatever ver¬ 
sion you plump for in a car good enough 
to collect estate of the year titles from the 
experts in the car leasing trade. 

They all liked the Mazda 6 Estate’s carrying 
capacity and the easy way the rear seats fold 
to add to luggage space. The same experts 
praised the car’s specification (with the Sport 
at the top of the tree), thought it was well 
made and agreed diesel models 

would hold their value pretty 
well. 

Note the diesel 
reference; this 
petrol 
mod¬ 
el 


won’t be nearly as clinging to its value, espe¬ 
cially as the poshest versions of non-prestige 
brands are usually the worst performers in 
the retained value stakes. 

No denying though that you get a lot for 
your money with this Sport model, from part 
leather trim and heated seats to xenon head¬ 
lights, a fine Bose sound system and keyless 
entry with a starting button (leave the key in 
your pocket). 

The diesel powered Sport has all that too, 
along with lower road tax and a lighter thirst. 
It’s also punchy enough on the road to satisfy 
most drivers. 

But try as hard as they can (and boy, do they 
try) engineers simply cannot yet make a diesel 
as smooth and responsive as a good petrol 
engine. 

The creamy power of the petrol motor 
in this big Mazda made it a delightful long 
distance companion, even if we would have 
arrived at our destination as swiftly in the 
diesel, and less out of pocket. 

For the fortunate few, who have someone to 
pay the fuel bill, this Mazda hits 
the spot.

Shaun deal could be 
dead, admits Sammo 


Saints 
have to 
keep cool 

MARK ROBINSON has told his old 
Saints team they will have to keep cool 
in the face of Leicester’s intimidatory 
tactics if they are to win at Welford 
Road (ko 5.30pm) on Saturday. 

The former Saints favourite fa¬ 
mously scored a 60-metre intercep¬ 
tion try to inspire a 10-9 win at Wel¬ 
ford Road in 2007. 

Robinson, known throughout his 
five-year career at the Gardens as 
Sharky, recalled how Saints stayed 
focused in the face of Leicester’s 
strong arm tactics to seal a win that 
was the last time Northampton won 
at the home of their east midlands 
rivals. 

And the 35-year-old former scrum- 
half is expecting Leicester to employ 
more roughing-up treatment this Sat¬ 
urday as they look to gain revenge for 
an opening day beating at Franklin’s 
Gardens that saw their pack well and 
truly tamed. 

Robinson, who retired from play¬ 
ing at the end of last season because 
of a knee injury after leaving Saints 
to join Wasps, said: “If Saints don’t 
get caught up in Leicester’s bullying 
I think they will do the double over 
them. 

“I wouldn’t be surprised to see the 
Leicester forwards try to intimidate 
the Northampton players and get af¬ 
ter people like Hartley and Lawes, 
try to be overly aggressive, try and 
get into them and really upset them. 
Leicester will be so fired up looking 
for revenge from that opening day 
defeat. 

“I remember when I was at North¬ 
ampton and we played poorly away 
and got beat, we wanted to make sure 
we beat them at home. 

“When you add in it is a local derby 
as well, there will be a lot of motiva¬ 
tion. 

“The decision makers and the guys 
in the backline have got to make sure 
they stay calm and they are com¬ 
posed. 

“They can’t play into Leicester’s 
hands. You can’t take a step back, 
but if they try and play Leicester at 
their own game and try to intimidate 
it will take the focus off their game. 

“It takes a bit of grit and determi¬ 
nation to win at Leicester. 

“When Northampton played Leices¬ 
ter on the opening day of the season 
they absolutely smashed them, and 
the reason they dominated was be¬ 
cause their forward pack really took 
control of the game. They have to do 
that again on Saturday.” 

Saints go into the derby on the 
back of only their second Aviva Pre¬ 
miership defeat of the season, having 
lost 16-13 to Harlequins at Franklin’s 
Gardens on New Year’s Day. 


IAN SAMPSON admits bring¬ 
ing Burton Albion striker 
Shaun Harrad to the Cob¬ 
blers is now a "long shot'. 

But the Town manager has con¬ 
firmed that, as things stand, North¬ 
ampton are the only club to have 
made an approach to the Brewers 
for their highly-rated 25-year-old, 
who scored minutes after coming 
on as a substitute in Monday’s 2-1 
loss at Port Vale. 

Burton have had no other inter¬ 
est in Harrad, who has scored 31 
goals in the past season and a half, 
and with whom talks over a new 
contract are effectively over. 

Thanks to the money generated 
by the Carling Cup run and bigger 
gates at Sixfields than those at the 
Pirelli Stadium, Northampton are 


in a position to offer the striker im¬ 
proved terms. 

But the message Harrad and his 
agent have sent is that they are look¬ 
ing for a move to npower League 
One at least. 

And although the player is top of 
Sampson’s January shopping list, 
he will not spend the whole month 
waiting for a verdict and is pre¬ 
pared to move on to other targets. 

“It’s probably a long shot now, 
which is a shame because he’s a 
good player, he works hard and he 
gets in behind a lot,” he said. 

“He thinks he’s good enough for 
league one or the championship but 
as far as I know they haven’t had 
any takers from that level. 

“We’re the only ones that have 
made a bid so far. 

“He and his agent haven’t ruled 


us out and that hasn’t changed but 
we’re not going to wait forever; if 
he doesn’t want to come here, he 
doesn’t want to come here. 

“If something else comes up in 
the meantime then we’ll have to ex¬ 
plore our options.” 

One of those options could be 
Rene Howe, a player who has been 
linked with the Cobblers by sup¬ 
porters and one watched by Samp¬ 
son on a scouting mission several 
years ago. 

Howe has just finished a loan 
spell at non-League Rushden & 
Diamonds, for whom he has scored 
six times in 19 appearances, and he 
would certainly fit the bill for a new 
striker in terms of his physical at¬ 
tributes. 

“He’s a player that’s well known 
to myself,” said Sampson. “He’s 


obviously played for Kettering and 
he’s doing well at Rushden. 

“I went to watch him a few years 
ago at Bedford when Colin (Calder- 
wood) was in charge so I know a lot 
about him. 

“I wouldn’t rule him in and I 
wouldn’t rule him out.” 

The Cobblers were 2-1 winners 
over Lincoln City at Sixfields on 
Monday thanks to an 88th-minute 
screamer from John Johnson. 

That result keeps Town in 
touch with the promotion play-off 
pack, and on Saturday they enter¬ 
tain the team occupying the final 
place in the top seven, Cheltenham 
Town. 

If the Cobblers were to win the 
Sixfields clash (ko 3pm), they would 
move to within three points of the 
Robins.
